The Coals of Alberta. 


The quulity of a coal is largely 
dependent upon the pressure and 


' the consequent temperature to which 


it has been subjected since the time 
in which it was laid down, Thus 
in the mountainous regions where 
considerable folding and squeezing 
of the rocks has taken place a coal 
may be of a bituminous or anthra- 
cite form while the same coal found 
in the adjacent plains will probably 
be lignite. 

In Alberta coal ix found in two 
geological formations, the Belly 
River and the Edmonton. The 
couls of the Belly River horizon are 
found over an area of 25,000 square 
miles and are cstimated to contain 
13,000,000,000 tons. The principal 
mines working this formation are 
a’ Lunilbrcck, Taber and Lethbridge 
in the Crow’s Nest region At 
Lundbreck and Taber the rocks and 
coal have been more or less sub- 
jected to pressure producing a fair 
bituminous coal while at Lethbridge 
where noearth movement has taken 
place they are more of a lignite 
nature. 

Some bituminous coals upon re- 
moval of the volatile matter leave 
the fixed carbon and ash in a solid 
mass known as coke. The coals of 
the Crow’s Nest Pass are excellent 
cokers, thus yielding a superior 
metallurgical fuel. At the present 
time none'of the bye-products are 
saved in this area. 

The coals of the Edmonton hori- 
zon are generally lignites. but in 
the foot-hills, where they have been 
subjected to pressure, they grade 
up into the bituminous. The total 
area of workable coal in this hori- 
von has’ been estimated at 12,800 
square miles with a probable coal 
content ‘of 17,000,000,000 tons. 
The principal -mines operating on 
this coal are situated in the vicinity 
of Edmonton. 

Besides these two coal - bearing 
horizons there is exposed in some 
places along the eastern side of the 
Rocky Mountains another, the 
Kootenay, These coals are worked 
at Coleman, Banff und in the Jasper 
Park region. They have all been 
under heavy pressure during the 
formation of the Rocky Mountains 


and are consequently of a ‘much 


better quality than those of the 


‘ Edmonton or Belly River formation. 


The Cascade Basin (at Banff) has 
been estimated to contain 400,000,- 
000 tons of simi-anthracite and 
1,200,000,000 tons of the softer 
grades of coal,

Canada’s 1914 
Crop Returns 


OTTAWA, Jan, 20.--- The census and 
statistics office has issued its final report 
on the yield and value of field’ crops in 
1914. The report states that, in marked 
contrast to 1913, the season proved par- 
ticularly unfavorable to the growth of 
grain, Persistent drouth throughout the 
greater part of the northwest provinces 
resulted in a yield per acre of the chief 
cereals lower than in any season since 
1910 and lower than the average of the 
six years ended 1913. In Ontario and 
Qnebec, though the grain crops suffered 
from a dry season, the conditions were 
not 8o unfavorable, whilst in the mari- 
time provinces a favorable season result- 
ed in good returns. 

Computed at ayerage local market 
prices the values of these crops in 1914 
Lwere: Wheat, $196,418,000; oats, $151,- 
870,000; barley, $21,557,000; rye, 1,679,- 
300; peas, $4,895,000; beans, $1,884,300; 
buckwheat, $6,213,000; mixed grains, 
$10,759,400; flax, $7,368,000, and corn 
for husking $9,808,0C0. For all field crops 
the total value amounts to $639,061,300, 
as compared with 8552,771,500 in 1013; 
the increase of $86,280,800 being chiefly 
due to the enhancement in prices, which 
has thus more than counterbalanced the

Con- 
siderable progress had been made on 
the Turkish vessels, and it wag only 
Turkey's lack of money that hin- 
dered their.completion, Once Britain 
took them over this ¢rawback dis-

has been pushed forward. 

The five Qieen Elizabeths end five 
Royal Sovereigns are armed with 
eight of the ~ew 15 inch guns, and 
will be able’ to fire the most tre- 
mendous broadside of any vessels 
affoat. The Germans have a 15 inch 
gun. but according to the Admiralty's 
atest information they will be un- 
able to mount any ships completing 
next year.

Coldstream Guardsman’s Dying Re- 
quest to His Friends 

“There was a man in the trenches,” 
writes Private R. G. Tipper, of the 
8rd Battalion Coldstream GuarJs, 
“who had not got a clean sheet; he 
was always getting inty trouble for 
one thing or another. He got hit n 
the arm. He crawled back out of the 
trenches to the nearest field ambulance 
and had his Wound dressed. We ad- 
vised him to go to the rear, but 10 
refused, and with difficulty made Lis 
way back to the tiring line. There, 
despite his wounded arm, he steddiiy 
went on firing at the enemy. Some 
time passed, and he was shot in the 
right arm, Again he made ‘fe difficult 
and painful journey to the field hospi- 
tal and again, with both his arms in- 
jured, he stubbornly insisted on crawl- 
ing back to the treach. 
. By-and-by he collapsed, shot clean 
through the body. Several comrades 
ran to him and raised him, ‘You must 
get back now,’ they told him. ‘No,’ he 
said with a white face, ‘let me pe, 
The blighters have done me in this 
time.’ His rifle still rested where ue 
had been. firing, supported in its loop- 
holes, ‘Hoist me up before you go,’ 
he muttered, ‘I'll give them another 
round, so help me!

The The Marseillaise » 


Famous War Song of France Written 
by Officer of Engineers at 
Banquet 


Once again the troops of France 


are singing their beloved ‘Marseil- 
laise” as they march to battle with the 
hated Germans. More than once the 
French have been gpurred on against 
Teuton foes by the straing of this 
famous “song of liberty.” Even in ts 
birth the song aided the French 
paeeinns the ancestors of their present 
‘oe 

In 1792 the French army of the 
Rhine was defendin; the border 
against the Prussians. In the house 
of the mayor of Strassburg a friendly 
dinner was going on, When some ona 
expressed a regret that France had 
no heroic song to stimulate the ardor 
of the soldiers. Rouget de Lisle, an 
officer of engineers, was at the table, 
and pee y dabbler at pvetry, he set 
to work ithmediately. Ho took down 
his violin and played. Air and words 
came to him at the same time. The 
next morning he read the “War Song 
of the Army of the Rhine” to his 
friends. The army took it up and it 
soon had gone all over France. It ac- 
quired its present title from the fact 
that a regiment of volunteers from 
Marseilles soon after marched into 
Paris singing the song. 

The revolutionists adopted the song 
for their own, though the author was 
an aristocrat. Later on, when he was 
forced to flee as a royalist, he heard 
the strains of his song. 

“What is that hymn called?” he 
asked, and was told “The Marseil- 
laise.” 

Thus he learned the name of his 
own composition. De Lisle was never 
treated with honor by the French un- 
til just before his death, when he re- 
ceived the ribbon of tae Legion of 
Honor, 

His song hag been sung in other 
countries besides France. It is heard 
wherever there has been a war of tib- 
erty, in Italy, Germany, Russia and 
the Balkans. It has no rivals as a na 
tional hymn. Carlyle said of it: 

“The sound will make the — blood 
tingle in men's veins and whole ar 
mies and assemblageg will sing it with 
eyes weeping and burning, with heart 
defiant of death, despot and devil.”
